The Golden Hoof.

Sheep amongst our 
live stock increased in 1924, the total for 
that year being 3,127,921, against 2,994,420 
in 1925, or 4.5 per cent. Even in our cereals, 
which do not make a great showing in these 
tables, there are signs of declension, for, 
whilst rye and barley are slightly up, 
much more important oat crop is down 
in acreage, having fallen from 785.9 thousand 
acres in 1923 to 756.3 in 1924. Viewed 
against the background of the preceding five- 
year period (945.8), the declension is even 
more significant. Finally, there are the 
figures for potatces, which need no com- 
mentary:—For 1924, 383.4 thousand acres; 
for 1925, 391.4; for the preceding five-year 
average, 451.1.

as to the importance and urgency of the 
roads problem. 

The mileage of railways within the Free 
State is 3,018 miles, with 743 miles partly 
within the State. The figures proved that 
the railways could not adequately handle the 
traffic of the country. The Government hed 
dealt with the railways on a national basis, 
and so it should deal with the roads, which 
aré more important to the life of the nation. 
The suggestion to stop motor transport was 
antediluvian, and could not be taken as & 
serious proposition. | y 


TRUNK ROADS. 


A system of trunk roads from the capital 
to the leading centres, with main roads 
radiating from them is needed. There are at 
present 4,104 approximate miles of roads 
classed as trunk roads. The cost of the re- 
making of these roads and the making of new 
roads cannot be met out of current revenue. 
The Irish Motorists’ Unign is pressing upon 
the Government the advisability of allocat- 
ing portion of a national loan for the im- 
provement of the roads. The interest and 
sinking fund on a considerable part of the 
sum required could be secured on the revenue 
raised from motor taxation. A change in the 
present — of road-mending and making 
is inevitable. The change must be gradual, 
as the initial cost of making roads suitable 
for modern traffic is approximately £6,000 per 
mile. The cost of the past maintenance cf 
such roads would be comparatively light for 
at least a decade of years. 

At the present time, £2,000,000 are being 
expended on the roads, and the results are far 
from. being satisfactory. Under the present 
antiquated patch work system of main- 
tenance that amount will continue for an in- 
definite period to be expended, and the roads 
will remain unsatisfactory, and the whole 
progressive life of the country will continue to 

hampered. It is clear that the whole ques- 
tion of the roads system of the country should 
be reviewed, and a national scheme for its 
improvement formulated. 


AROUSING PUBLIC OPINION. 


Mr. R. W. Archer said that at present 
there is revenue amounting to £920,000 which 
could be made available for the payment of 
the interest and sinking fund in a large loan 
for treating the roads 3 The great 
necessity was to arouse public opinion to 
the urgency oí the’ problem of the roads. 
Mr. J. A. Lumley, Tullamore, said that 
it would be ridiculous to raise a loan to make 
the roads by direct labour, of which they 
had an example in Offaly. In some counties 
the officials responsible for seeing that the 
road work was done were not carrying out 
their duty conscientiously. 

Mr. Sean McGarry said that the Union 
should. concentrate. on the capitalisation of 
road expenditure. In asking for the loan 
they were only requesting the Government 
to make up for the arrears of road making 
during the past four years.
